SCHOOL COMMITTEES REPORT. 


FELLOW CITIZENS :— 


In presenting the following report our thanks are extended 
to teachers and friends for the many kind attentions and fa- 
vors received in the discharge of our duties. 

Every school except one bas been visited at least twice, and 
by association with teachers and scholars an effort has been 
made to quicken thought, encourage right, repress wrong, and 
kindie a livelier interest in the cause of education. With 
this object in view, our own insignificance has been most pain- 
fully felt, but with a heart for the work and a dependence ou | 
Him who holds the destinies of individuals as well as nations 
in His hand, it is hoped that our efforts have not been entire- 
ly useless. Our teachers have been young and inexperienced 
but unusually well qualified, careful and conscientious. Our 
scholars have been interested, studious and unexceptiouably 
well behaved, no instance of wrovg deportment having reach- 
our ears, and though .teachers have not done the work nor 
scholars made the advanceinent which would have been desir- 
able, still their efforts have been worthy of the best of ends 
and the difficulties and obstacles they had to encounter were 
mostly in the background—serious and insurmountable, It is 
a sorry fact that though our town has a healthy climate, a rug- 
ged but fertile soil which never fails to reward the husband- 
mau, yet a steady drain of population and wealth has been 
taking place witbirn the past few years, reducing our valuation 
nearly one-half and our school money in like proportion, thus 
necessitating the employment of the most inexperienced teach- 
ers at wages hardly exceediug those paid for sorting rags at a 
country paper mill, and with this class of teachers and this 
pay, witb board and fuel gratuiously furnished, in some cases, 
we have not had an average of more than fourteen and one- 
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half weeks of schooling in the several districts. To say noth- 
ing of the feeling of poverty that prevents many parents froin 
educating their children abroad, is it not more economical, 
more in accordance with the spirit of the times and better for 
the town, financially, to make onr common schools such that 
every child can obtain therefrom a good business education ? 
To do this it is evedent that our districts must have more than 
fourteen and one-balf weeks of schooling in the year. 

The time has been when no town of our population furnish- 
ed more teachers than our own, and while we have a right to 
be proud of the record which many of them have made, should 
it not be remembered that it was in the days when our districts 
had longer schools and our academy furnished yearly two 
terms of excellent instruction? ‘Taxation is somewhat burden- 
some at this time, but is not the cause of education sufficient- 
ly important to warrant the raising of an additional few hund- 
red dollars for school purposes, even to the curtailing, if need 
be, of other expenses, both public and private? The union or 
abolition of some of our districts is a necessity to be acknowl- 
edged by every one at all conversant with our schools, as it is 
not only a waste of money but absolutely impossible to hold 
a public school worthy the name with only two or three schol- 
ars. <A different distribution of money should also be made 
as the present mode of appropriating twenty dollars or more 
to one scholar while another has less than three dollars is un- 
just and contrary to the spirit of our institutions, which would 
sive to all alike, whether rich or poor, the advantages and fa- 
cilities for obtaining a common school education. 

It is here worthy of note that few of our closing visits have 
been made without the presence of a greater or less number 
of the parents and citixens, and wherever the influence of 
such visits has been most felt, there have invariably been 
found, our best schools. Therefore, fellow citizens, visit your 
school, not only at the close, but at the beginning and middle 
of the term, learn its wants and requirements, and thus, in 
manifesting your interest, you will exert a most salutary in- 
fluence on teacher and scholars, stimulating them to renewed 
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exertions,—show them that something earnest and real is ex- 


pected of them, and the possibilities of failure are lessened a 
hundred fold. 


SCHOOL REGISTERS. 


Our School Register has been a new thing, with a volumin- 
ous amount of explanatory notes, perfectly bewildering in 
some cases; but it has been marked as all right, wherever 
much care and thought appear to have been used, notwith- 
standing some trifling inaccuracies may be apparent, hoping 
the same leniency will be extended towards us in our en- 
deavors to make a correct statistical report of all our schools, 
Registers carelessly tumbled and scratched, without rhyme 
or reason, have troubled us somewhat; but if every one of 
them had been filled to the very letter, neither our worthy 
State Superintendent, nor the author, Mr. Buck himself, could 
readily tell the number of scholars in this town. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Our schools suffer severely from a want of uniformity in 
text books, preventing scholars from going to the best advan- 
tage from one district to another, or of being properly classed 
in their own school. 

Grammars and Geographies, each by five different authors, 
were found in our schools, and for this medley of more or less 
valuable books, Swinton’s Grammars, and Harper’s Geogra- 
phies, have been substituted with unexpected good satisfac- 
tion to teachers and scholars ; and while it need not be claimed 
for them a great superiority over all others, it is thought their 
merits are such as should give them a uniform usage in all 
our schools for at least the next two years, as by law required.. 

As the introduction of these books was all that could well 
he done in one year, no efforts were made to bring the several 
different series of readers into one, to change the speller that 
has been in use nineteen years, or to reinstate a purely intel- 
lectual arithmetic that seems to have gone ont of use in def- 
erence to the new-fangled notion for something that can be 
the more easily taught by brainless teachers to indolent schol- 
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ars, but which always fails to make those quick little mathe- 
maticians, found in our schools in former days. 


INDIVIDUAL REPORT. 


In the following Individual Report, we have endeavored to 
be generous as well as just, thongh it may be suggested that 
there is too much sameness, and not enough distinction made, 
in describing the qualities of teachers and schools. It is con- 
fessed that we have endeavored to give them all good reports, 
believing such to be not only more in consonance with our 
best feelings, but better for the cause of truth and right than 
sneaking over town and peeking through keyholes to discover, 
with a critic’s eye, the many errors and short-comings with 
which to fell this report, satisfied that as it now is, the dullest 
observer will not fail to recognize those teachers and schools 
which we regard as the most successful. 


District No, 1. 


Miss Hattie Dutton, of Hillsborough, taught the Summer 
school which consistvd of a few bright, active, well disposed 
scholars who were quite interested, and seemed to have taken 
much pains to get up a pleasing examination. Truly the 
songs, dialogues and recitations were not only entertaining 
but were recited in a manner that would have done credit 
to older and more advanced pupils. Miss Dutton governed 
easily, and evidently had not only the love and respect of her 
pupils but the confidence of the parents also. 

The winter term was under the instruction of Mr. George 
M, Carr, of Henniker, a reliable young gentleman of good 
natural abilities, who Jabored for the best, interests of his 
school with very fair success considering the shortness of his 
term. Good order and careful attention to business promi- 
nently characterized the school. Both teachers failed to fill 
their registers, but it is thought did right in giving their 
scholars a high rank in deportment.

It is feared that all did not realize the full amount of 
work that might have been done, but the scholars seemed eager 
for improvement, and our visits found them very orderly with 
the exception of some unnecessary noise with the lips. It is 
regretted that we could not visit the school in the afternoon 
with the parents and friends, as here are some smart scholars 
who doubtless made the occasion very interesting. Register 
all right.

Sommer term, taught by Miss Nellie E. Proctor, of East 
Washington, was found in working dress at each of our visits.
